Every one seems to agree that 
Lee County needs to replace the 
present jail but no one seems to 
be doing any thing about it. 
What's the holdup, y ou ask ?? 
Where does the bottleneck come 
from?? 
The biggest point against build­ 
ing a new jail can be summed up 
in a single word . . . M-O-N-E-Y!! 
The Lee County Board of Super­ 
visors k now of the need for a new 
jail. 
Invariably during a 
super­ 
visors 
meeting 
when 
someone 
brings up the touchy subject of 
appropriating money for this or 
that, some supervisor alway s rises 


and say s something lik e, "w e have 
a jail a block away that is falling 
down and we can't afford to re­ 
place it and here we are spend­ 
ing money for this.” 


The above is not to say , how­ 
ever, that all the supervisors are in 
favor of a new jail. That is evi­ 
denced by the facts that in 19 59 . a 
proposal for a courthouse annex 
which was to include space for a 
new jail was brought before the 
board. 


After much deliberation, mostly 
against the proposal, 
the super­ 
visors decided the issue should go 
to a vote of the people. The citi­ 
zens of Lee County voted it down 
by about a 3 to 1 majority . 
If the greater part of the Lee 


County Board of Supervisors had 
given more than just "lip serv­ 
ice” to the issue and really lent 
the full weight of their office to 
the proposal, the county would 
probably have a new jail and oth­ 
er needed space today . 


Other voices have been heard to 
utter that a slight tem porary tax 
increase 
may 
be 
feasible. 
This 
group wants the present structure 
razed and a new building erected 
on 
the 
sam e 
spot. 
Not 
a 
bad 
idea . . . 
The most sensible plan k ick ing 
around the county seems to be a 
joint city -county building venture. 
A lot of arguments support this 
idea. 
Both the county law enforcement 


agency and the Dix on Police De­ 


partment could guarantee all resi­ 


dents of the county better protec­ 
tion if a joint city -county building 
were erected. A great deal of law' 
enforcement duplication could be 
done away with . . . only one jail 
would be needed to house both 
county and city prisoners; one ra ­ 
dio j'oom would tak e the place of 
the two now being used; only one 
maintenance crew would be need­ 
ed; one plant would require only 
one heating sy stem in place of the 
two now being used; trained, com ­ 
petent law officers would be in the 
building at all hours of the day 
and night as opposed to the turnk ey 
setup now in use; county and city 
officers could be reached in case 


of an emergency with only one 
telephone call instead of having 
to place at least two calls as is 
being done today , the county sher­ 
iff and the city officers could work 
more closely with each other for 
belter county -city law enforcement. 


Arguments are also heard that 
a county -city building isn't the 
answ er 
to the 
problems already 
present. 


Some say petty bick ering will 
ensue over the operation of the 
building; 
they 
say 
where will 
the pro|w» sed building be erected; 
what 
book k eeping 
sy stem 
will 
be res|H» nsible for the records; 
and just generally 
"who 
will be 
in charge???” 


The argum ents over the building 


can easily be stopped by a joint 
c ou n t 
y supcrvisoi s-city council 
committee. 
It has been heard around the

Ihe histories of these 10 men 
bore a "num ber of strik ing simi­ 
larities” to news accounts of the 
life of Lee Harvey Oswald, Dr. 
David A. Rothstein. M.S.. M l)., 
staff 
psy chiatrist, 
I .S. 
Medical 
Ci'nter 
for 
Federal 
Prisoners, 
Springfield. Mo., wrote in Archives 
of General Psy chiatry , published 
by the American Medical Assn. 


The patients, all diagnosed schiz- 
ohprcmc, had been committed to the 
center after threatening the life of 
a president, a punishable Federal 
offense. 
Six had been in military service, 
according to the report. Disciplinary 
problems and difficulties with au- 
thorites were present during their 
military careers even before their 
final discharges. Four were bitter 
about their discharges, had made at­ 
tempts to have them changed, and 
finally sent threatening letters to 
the president which seemed directly 
related to this dissatisfaction. 
"Oswald, too, had been resentful 
over his discharge, and wrote John 
Connally a letter which, if written a 
little m ore strongly and sent to the 
president, might 
almost have put 
him in prison with these patients,'’ 
Dr. Rothstein commented. 


A basic ingredient in the de­ 
velopment of this sy ndrome seems 
to he maternal deprivation which 


results in a severe rage against 
women, he continued. None of the 
patients had been able to form 


sta ble mature 
heterosex ual rela­ 
tionships. 
he

NEW YORK i.ft — Arson-for-profit 
is a crooked business growing as 
fast as the flames it feeds. One rea­ 
son: the "torch.” 
The torch is not a comic strip 
character. He is, in underworld par­ 
lance, the professional firesetter, the 
criminal who uses flame for gain. 


His main aim is to collect, or 


help someone else collect, fire in­ 
surance on property. The target is 
a big one. More than $2.2 billion in 
fire insurance premiums are writ­ 
ten each year. 
Organized crime is turning more 
and more to incendiary activity, in 


1 ho opinion of fire marshals and in- 
! suranee investigators. 
"There is no slacking off in the 
! trend.” says insurance investigator 


i Brendan P. Battle, manager of the 
I Arson, Theft and Fraud Department 


of the National Board of Fire Under­ 
writers. 


"Syndicate-controlled hoodl ums 
are believed to have been respon­ 
sible for recent fire-setting in at least 
10 states in the East and Midwest, 
Battle said in an interview. 


The number of cases investigated 


by his agency during the year 
ended April 30 reached a record 
904. They involved $36.5 million in 
insurance. 


The bureau's investigations did not 
include major metropolitan areas 
such as New York, Detroit. Chicago, 
Los Angeles and Philadelphia, which 
have their own fire investigating 
agencies. 
But reports of fire officials in those 
areas indicate their problem is even 
more acute. 
Since January 1962 there have been 
some 75 bombings and set fires in 
i Chicago business firms. 


New York C ity fire officials in­ 
vestigated 589 fires 
during

another 485 known incendiary cases 


I including many for motives other 


than profit—revenge, mischief, py* 
romania. 
But it is a clue to the effectiveness 
of the professional torch that, of all ^ 
the investigations, there were only | 
six convictions of persons for setting 
fires to collect insurance. 
Also, say the investigators, the, 
number of fires they know or suspect 
of being arson for profit is prob- 
I ably only a fraction of the actual 
total. 


The reason is that the profes- 


| sional torch knows how to set a 


fire so that it looks accidental, ami 
fire tends to destroy the evidence 
of its origin. 
How big a bite 
of fire insurance 
collection is taken by all arson for 
profit activity is unknown. 
"We have encountered with in­ 
creasing frequency interstate travel 


on the part of gangland torches who 
have been given contracts calling 
for the destruction of business pre­ 
mises by fire,’’ said Battle. 


One result has been that the U.S. 
Justice Department is taking a new 
look at organized arson at the re­ 
quest of the insurance firms. The 
Federal Bureau of Investigation has 
begun compilation of uniform statis­ 


tics on arson. 


But arson for profit and its im­ 
pact on the niuWbillion-dollar fire 
insurance industry is only pa it of 
the picture. There also is the hu­ 
man element. Fires set for profit 


take lives. 
There are dozens of lives lost each 
year across the nation to tlame fot 
gain but. like the dollar cost of the 
torch, the true casualty total is un

HUM PHREY, THE A. I) A. DARLING 


Next to the effort to cover up the Bobby Baker scandal and various 
Texas financial manipulations, the biggest whitewash job facing the 
Democratic campaign managers is the record of radicalism made by 
their candidate for Vice President. Hubert Humphrey. Notice the 
planted stories to the effect that Sen. Humphrey, while he was once 
a screaming “ liberal.” has gradually modified his views. 


In drawing this picture of the “ new” Humphrey, the greatest em­ 
barrassment of the Democratic propagandists is Humphrey s long 
association with Americans for Democratic Action (A. I). A.), the most 
influential left-wing organization in Washington. Sen. Humphrey was 
one of the founders of the A. I). A., served for a time as its chairman, 
and only recently withdrew as a vice chairman. Since his election to 
the Senate in 1948 he has followed the A. D. A. party line 191 times in 
votes on 194 issues. 


So it is important for the voters to know what the A. I). A. is and 
what policies could he expected if Sen. H um phrey became V*ce Presi­ 
dent and, possibly, President of the United Stales. 


First of all. A. D. A. has not sought a large membership and does 
not try to influence “ the masses” directly. Instead, it works with and 
through “ opinion makers"—writers, university teachers, columnists, 
TV commentators, and political leaders. Whenever the Democrats con­ 
trol the White House the A. I). A. has been highly successful in plac­ 
ing its members in key positions. 


What are the principal policies espoused by the A. I). A. since its 
founding in 1947? 


In global affairs it is completely internationalist. Its literature, 
never contains a word or symbol that might he called patriotic. As 
James Burnham has said: “ A. I). A.ers regard themselves as citizens 
of the world, bound to a higher loyalty than any mere national patri­ 
otic ties. They celebrate U.N. day, not the Fourth of July." 


The founding charter of the organization boldly stated: "Ih e estab­ 
lishment of a world government with powers adequate to prevent war 
must be an objective of the I nitod States foreign policy to be achieved 
at the earliest possible date.” 
On relations with the soviet empire, the A. I). A. has consistently 
favored a no-win policy. Its theory is that if we conciliate the com­ 
munist nations and help them prosper, peace and prosperity will come 
to the world. C onsistent with this doctrine is the A. I). A. view, held 
since 1950. that the United States should withdraw recognition of the 
C hinese government on Formosa and should move toward recognition 
of Red China and its admission to the I nited Nations. 
The 1962 program of A. I). A. suggested de facto recognition of 
East Germany, replacement of NATO troops in Berlin by a “ U. N. 
presence,” and “ standing authority” for the President to make loans 
and grants to communist nations of eastern Europe. 
In domestic affairs the A. I). A. goes whole hog for the welfare 
state, favoring federal control, planning, and financing of practically 
every thing. It wants government medical care and "a broad and < 
prehensive federal program . . . for schools, hospitals, cultural and 
recreational centers, mass transit, and water supply systems." It cam­ 
paigned against assigning communications satellites to a group of pri­ 


vate companies. 
A. 1). A. steadily advocates an increase in the power of the Presi­ 
dency and a weakening of the power of Congress, it keeps a score 
sheet on all members of Congress, giving them plus or minus marks 
according to the way they follow the A. I). A. line. Any increase in 
executive power, any increase in federal spending, gets a plus vote. 
The only field in which the A. I). A. wants relaxed controls is in 
measures involving subversion of the government. A. I). A. proposals 
to the Democratic platform committee last August included "aboli­ 
tion of the House un-American activities committee and the Senate 
committee cm internal security.” 
Another proposal was an accelerated public works program cost­ 
ing “ at least 2 billion dollars a year.” Another was for a 4 billion 
dollar investment in urban renewal. Another was an increase in the 
minimum wage from $1.25 to $2 an hour. Another was an expansion 
of social security benefits which would double the social security tax 
on all those earning $9.l»IHl a year. 
The Democratic candidate for \ ice President helped to formulate 
the A. I). A. program and is stuck with it. His election would be an 
immense victory for socialism. So who is the extremist in this cam­ 
paign?

attack be vaccinated as soon as pos- j 
sible. 
It takes at least two weeks for i 
the vaccination to give you an im-j 
munity. if you wait until an epi­ 
demic gets started it may be too 
| late. 
The vaccine should certainly be 
given to those children who have 
; chronic bronchitis, rheumatic heart 
j disease or cystic fibrosis.

adults, 
those

arc 
j weakened by any chronic disease, 
i those who are over 65, and all preg- 
i nant women should take it. 
Of course, if an epidemic in any
